Ya haue alwaies in their account and re- 
giſter of morall vertues, aſſigned a 
certaine pre rogatiue of excellency in 
one more then in another, not for 
that they deemed the troupe of ver- 
tues (being inthemſelues ſimply con- 
ſidered)to ſurmount one another in ſingularitie, al being per 
fectly good, and mutually combined together, but in refed 
of ſome generall benefit and publique commoditie,accrew- 
ing & iſſuing from ſome one, more then from another. And 
in this reſpect haue they dignified and priuiledged Iuſtice 
with this honorable x tearming her: he — 
Queene and chiefe Ladye and Miſtreſſe of all vertues, be- 
cauſe ſhe not only is a vertue, in each degree perfect with the 
reſt, but alſo for thar(beſides her other — partes, and ef- 
fects ) ſhe is diſtributiue, yeelding vnto euery one that which 
in right is due therevinto : wherein ſhe ſheweth her ſelfe 
publiquely beneficiall to all Countries,States,and common- 
weales,wher ſhe is had in price, reuerence, regard & hon — 
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and where ſhgis foftred, vpholden, maintained & cheriſhed. 
W hich afſettion being granted(as it cannot but be true)me 
thinks there is greatreaſon offered & miniſtred to proſer ny- 
drographie or Nauigation before any other arte or ſcience, 
no ſo much for that it iumpeth in equailitie, and matcheth 
in ſingularitie any other whatſocuer , in ſundtie ſubtill de- 
uiſes and ingenious inuentions, with the vſe of many nota- 
ble inſtruments as Compaſſes, Aſtrolabes, Plats, Quadrants 

& many other appendanc es incident to the ſame, as cheefl 
for the great and publicke commoditie in generall, redoun- 
ding(by the vie & practiſe there of) to the whole bodie of the 

Common- wealth, and each particular member in the ſame. 
The firſt inuention w hereof, furthered with the ?rtifi ciall 
aide of many ahidden,firange,8: almoſt ſupernaturall device 
ſince added to the ſame by the ſtudious trauailer & iaduſtri. 
ous Mechanician : he that would throughly conſider, ſhould 
find matter rather miraculous to xõder at, thẽ to be thoughr 
compaſſable with the reach of humaine braine or penetrable 
to the capacitie of a fraile filly worldling: yea hee may herein 
26 it were in a mirour, behold & ſee the ineſtimable aer 
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hath of an other, more cleerelyappeareth:and therby is ſocie- 

tie the more willingly embraced & brotherly frequented.By 

it many a poore commonerlabouting about theſe commodi- 

ties is relieued, and many houſhold from pine preſerued:by it 

the Mariner is maintained, whoſeſcruice in al marine exploits 

ſtãdeth the prince in ſpecial ſteed. To be ſhort, by it is the Na- 
uy Royal furniſhed, the Realme fortified, & thecõmon wealth 
inriched. Is it poſſible therfore that there can be any ſo vnna- 
turall to his countrie, or ſo iniurious to himſelfe, that without 
bluſhing face can ſay, he is not maintained, or at leaſt not 
greatly furthered (if not wholie and intirely, yet in great part 
& quantity) by Nauigation? Truely I thinke none. And if any 
{ſhould bee fo fond or vndiſcreet, his abſurd opinion would 
toone be diſcouered, and the inconueniences or rather miſ- 
chieſes wherein We ſhould bee ſo ſoone enwrapped, would 
quickly fall vpon vs, if God in his wrath & iuſtice for our yn- 
wankfulnes ſhould Ray the vſe tlierof, vherunto we are moſt 
humbly (till to beſee ch him in mercie to graunt continuance, 

Phelc ſo many, ſo neceſſary, ſo profitable vſes of Naui- 
gation, aduancing the honor of our countrie, and increaſing 
the wealth of the ſame, haue enforced mee in diſcharge of 
ſome part of my duty to my natiue ſoile & —_— the ra- 
ther becauſe of my profeſſion, to further the ſame with this 
ſmal work tranſlated out of Duch,containing the gatherings 
of divers experimented men, neceſſary to be — and 1 
ſerued in our common Nauigation: as Tides, Depthes, Soun- 
dings, uarks & Sandes, with the riſing of ſundry lands which 
by no Chart or Plat is expreſſed or knowne, but reſteth one- 
ly vpon the relation of the experimented Traueller. 

All which being finiſhed, & according to my flender skill 
ended, Lam the bolder( being therunto by duty boũd, to pre- 
ſent vnto your honour as a pledge or token of my thankefull 
heart for the manifolde benefits and noble encouragementes 
which to my great comfort I haue continually found in your 
Lordſhip towards me, beſeeching your honor to accept & pro 
755 tect 
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tect the ſame, as the poore labours of him, who in all points 
of loyall dutic acknowledgeth-himſclfe your Honours moſt 
bounden ſuppliant and ſeruant. For although the worke bee 
intituled, A Safe-gard for Saylers, yet fo ſmall is the force of a 
little paper in this our dainty age, that it is not able to defend 
er ſhift for it ſelfe, much leſſe to be a ſafe-gard to others, ex- 
cept your honor according to your accuſtomed goodnes & 
wonted generoſity, perfiſt and ſtill remaine as a Bulwarke 
both vnto it, and the Marine Coates, who continually pray 
for your Lordſhips daily increaſe of Honor in this life, 
and after your 2 heere (heroyically run) 
a place among the ele&t of God in the
